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Academic  Dishonesty  Policy  revised

On  September!, 1990.  the 
Academic  Dishonesty  Policy 
at  Fiichburg  State  College 
was  changed.  In  the  past,  the 
policy's  sanctions  were  im- 
posed solely  by  department 
chairpersons.  The  revised 
policy  spreads  the  responsi- 
bility across  all  college  repre- 
sentatives. 

'The  problem  before  was 
that  the  Academic  Dishon- 
esty Policy  was  absorbed  in- 
side the  Student  Judicial 
Code.  Some  of  the  sanctions 
fell  short  of  a  full  description 
and  the  policy  did  not  involve 
faculty,"  said  Elaine 
Gardiner,  Dean  of  Under- 
graduate studies  at  FSC. 
WWle  maintaining  the  policy 
inside  the  Student  Judicial 
Code,  a  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Dishonesty  was 
formed  with  two  faculty 
members,  two  students  from 
the  Judicial  Board,  and  an 


Academic  Administrator 
fiom  the  Academic  AtTairs 
Office. 

The  new  policy  allows  the 
professor  to  handle  the  initial 
incident  of  dishonesty  by 
charging  the  student  with  any 
of  four  sanctions.  Students 
can  be  given  additional  course 
iBCjuiremenis,  a  0,0  grade  for 
the  work  in  question,  0.0 
grade  for  the  course,  or  they 
can  be  rcfened  to  the  depart- 
ment chairperson  for  "trans- 
miltal"of  thecasc  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Academic  Dishon- 
esty. 

The  smdcnt  also  can  take 
the  incident  directly  to  the 
department  chairperson  ifhe/ 
she  refutes  the  faculty  deci- 
sion. "Tlie  new  policy  has 
added  a  safeguard  for  the  stu- 
dent where  the  student  can 
iiuiiate  the  committee  pro- 
cess. "Ous  was  something  the 
policy  never  contained  before 
it's  revision,"  said  Gardiner.

Changes  proposed  in 
Financial  Aid

Every  five  years  the  fed- 
eral govertuncnt  overhauls 
the  Higher  Education  Act, 
which  is  the  blueprint  for  fi- 
nancial aid  programs  forcol- 
lege  students.  Mary  Beth 
Courtright,  Director  of  Fi- 
nancial Aid  at  Htchburg 
State  College,  recently  vis- 
ited Washington  D.C.  where 
she  learned  about  some  new 
proposals. 

Courtright  has  learned 
that  the  Education  Depart- 
ment and  the  Bush  Adminis- 
tration is  expected  to  pro- 
pose an  expansion  in  the 
maximum  Pel!  Grant  from 
the  present  $2400  to  $3700. 
A  grant  is  money  given  to 
undergraduate  students 
fomi  the  government  for  fi- 
n^cial  aid.  Grant  money 
does  not  have  to  be  paid 
back. 

The  federal  government 
would  also  like  to  create  a 
$500  achievement  scholar- 
ship forPell  Grant  recipients 
which  would  be  given  to  sm- 
dents  who  have  a  high  grade 
point  average  upon  graduat- 
ing fiom  high  school 


TTie  Bush  Administra- 
tion would  like  more  loan 
programs  to  be  available 
for  middle-class  students. 
The  first  of  these  loans  is 
the  St^ord  Loan  which  is 
a  federally  insured  loan  of- 
fered at  an  eight  percent 
interest  rate  by  lenders  to 
students  whoqualify  finan- 
cialJy. 

The  government  wants 
the  Stafford  Loan  limit  to 
go  firom  $2625  to  $3500  a 
year  for  first  and  second 
yearstudems.From  $4000 
to  $5000  a  year  for  third, 
fourth,  and  five  year  stu- 
dents. Tlie  loan  limit  for 
graduate  students  would 
stay  the  same  at  $7500. 

Furthermore,  there  are 
plans  for  Supplemental 
Loans  for  students  to  in- 
crease from  $4000  to 
$6000  a  year  for  under- 
graduates, and  fiom  $4000 
to  $1 0.000  forgraduate  stu- 
dents. 

TTie  SLS  and  the  Parents 
Loan  for  Undergraduate 
Students  are  both  federally 
insured  loans  which  can  be 
taken  out  by  students  or 
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Dishonesty,  the  committee 
can  impose  any  sanction  and 
the  decision  cannot  not  be  ap- 
pealed. Dean  Gardiner 
stressed  the  fact  that  students 
and  faculty  need  to  understand 
the  process  because  there  are 
lime-lines  that  have  to  be  fol- 
lowed. 

"Academic  dishonesty 
does  not  have  a  clear-cut  defi- 
nition. What  students  are  most 
familiar  with  is  taking  other 
students  ideas  and  passing 
them  off  as  their  own  in  what 
we  call  Plagiarism,"  said 
Gardiner. 

There  have  been  only  six 
cases  of  dishonesty  dealt  with 
on  an  administrative  level  in 
the  last  six  years.  The  fact  that 
the  Academic  Dishonesty 
Policy  has  been  revised  might 
infer  that  many  students  arc 
cheating  but  the  cases  arc  be- 
ing handled  by  faculty  mem- 
bers or  they  go  unnoticed. 

"Over  the  years,  generally, 
schools  have  loosened  a  bit.  It 
was  more  common  when  I 
was  in  college  for  students  to 
be  expelled  fit)m  a  school  for 
academic  dishonesty.  The 
loosetung  of  society  and  stan- 


daids  has  led  to  this  increase 
in  cheating."  said  Gardiner. 
She  went  on  to  state  that  ihcrc 
m  ay  be  a  shift  back  to  the  "old 
days"  because  of  a  concern 
about  the  extent  of  cheating 
among  college  students. 

The  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Dishonesty  is  the  end 
of  the  process  for  students.  If 
the  incident  is  severc  it  might 
involve  suspension  or  expul- 
sion which  only  President 
Mara  can  decide  upon.  "We 
have  expelled  and  we  have 
suspended  at  least  three  stu- 
dents in  the  last  three  years 
for  Academic  dishonesty," 
said  Gardiner. 

Students  apathy  towards 
cheating  or  plagiarism  raises 
the  question  of  where  you 
draw  the  fine  line.  Gardiner 
feels  strong  in  her  conviction 
that  faculty  should  take  the 
academic  dishonesty  defini- 
tion and  make  it  more  specific 
for  their  discipline.  "Students 
sometimes  unwittingly  com- 
mit plagiarism.  Common 
tilings  you  see  in  freshmen 
composition  courses,  with  a 
student  with  a  weak  English 
background,  is  that  they  will 


p^aphrase  and  thirJc  it  i  s  not 
word  forword.ortiiatitis  not 
plagiarism.  It  is  a  hard  dis- 
tincdon  to  know  when  to  use 
quotation  marks  and  when 
not  to,"  said  Gardiner. 

Gardiner  elaborated  on 
the  closely  tied  efforts  of 
cheating  with  grades.  "It's 
too  bad  that  grades  are  so 
important  It  is  self-defeat- 
ing. An  education  is  not 
someUiing  you  buy.  You 
payfortheprivilegeofwotk- 
ing  and  earning  a  degree."

Second  rape  reported  on  Campus

Fitchburg  State  College 
campus  police  arrested  an 
off-campus  visitor  in  connec- 
tion with  an  alleged  rape. 
Matthew  Pezzarossi,  20,  of 
20  KimbaU  Ave.,  Wakefield, 
was  charged  with  allegedly 
raping  an  FSC  junior. 

The  iiKident  allegedly  oc- 
curred early  Friday  morning, 
September  27,  in  the  New 
Halls  residence  complex 
where  the  alleged  victim  is  a 
residenL 

The  woman  contacted 
FSC's  Department  of  Public 
Safety  immediately  after  the 
alleged  rape  and  campus  po- 
lice responded  to  the  scene. 
Officer  Karen  Lovett  of  FSC 
Public  Safety  was  the  investi- 
gating officer. 

After  conducting  an  in- 
vestigation and  interviewing 
students,  campus  police  con- 
tacted Pezzarossi  at  his 
Wakefield  address  Friday 
evening.  Pezzarossi  came  in 
voluntarily  to  FSC's  Public 
Safe^  office  Monday  morn- 


ing, September  30,  where  he 
was  formally  charged  with 
rape  and  arrested. 

Pezzarossi  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  one  count  of  rape  in 
Htchburg  District  Court 
Monday  and  was  released  on 
$10,000  personal  recogni- 
zance and  ordered  to  stay 
away  from  the  alleged  victim. 
He  is  scheduled  to  appear  at  a 
probable  cause  hearing 
Thursday,  October  10. 

According  to  campus  po- 
lice, the  alleged  victim  did  not 
know  Pezzarossi.  The  alleged 
attacker  was  an  invited  guest 
in  the  residence  building  but 
he  was  not  invited  into  the 
alleged  victim's  room. 

Campus  police  believe 
tiiat  the  case  was  alcohol-re- 
lated. "Alcohol  was  probably 
a  factor  in  the  circumstances 
of  this  case,"  said  Officer  Bill 
Mayrose  of  FSC  Public 
Safety,  "alcohol  is  a  common 
denominator  in  many  crimes 
on  campus.  When  people 
drink  they  dull  tbei  r  reasoning 
capabilities  and  that  can  be 
dangerous  forboththedrinker 
and  the  people  around  him." 


The  case  is  still  under  in- 
vestigation by  campus  police 
and  additional  charges  may 
be  brought  against 
Pezzarossi  or  other  individu- 
als in  connection  with  the 
alleged  incident 
The  alleged  victim  still  at- 
tends the  college. 

The  rape  charge  is  the  sec- 
ond such  report  in  the  space 
of  a  month.  The  first  rape 
report  occurred  during  the 
first  week  of  classes  when 
FSC  student  CedricThomas, 
24,  of  73  MeUviUe  Ave., 
Dorchester,  was  arrested  Fri- 
day, September  6,  and 
charged  with  raping  a 
Russell  Towers  resident 

"Neither  incident  was  the 
type  that  could  be  prevented 
by  increased  security,"  said 
FSC  Directorof  Infonnation 
Services  Mike  Shanley,  "in 
one  case  the  alleged  attacker 
was  a  resident  student,  in  the 
other  it  was  a  visiting  fiiend 
of  a  student" 

Shanley  noted  FSC*s  on-

Accord- 
ing to  Samo-Barbanel,  "tiie 
number  one  rape  on  a  college 
campus  is  date  rape."  Date 
rape  means  the  rapist  knew 
die  victim  in  some  way.  It  is 
also  referred  to  as  acquain- 
tance rape. 

The  residents  listened  at- 
tentively as  Samo-Barbancl 
infonned  tiwm,  "Rapists  look 


for  someone  who  is  vulner- 
able." She  said  that  women 
,  must  be  aware  of  their  sur- 
roundings, referring  to  this  as 
being  "Healthily  Paranoid." 
Counseling  Services  have 
hosted  various  programs  tiiis 
past  week,  The  purpose  of 
these  programs  was  to  inform 
the  students  of  what  rape  is, 
what  women  can  do  lo  pro- 
tect tiiem  selves  and  what  the 
recovery  process  involves. 

Another  program  was 
held  the  previous  night  in 
Aubuchon  Hallentitied  "Re- 
spect YourSex,"  JudyGould 
and  Holly  Kreidler  Phaneuf 
from  Counseling  Services 
spoke  witii  tiie  women.  The 
Resident  Assistants  respon- 


sible for  the  program  were 
Sandra  Salmon  and  Joyce 
Teso.  The  discussion  Cov- 
ered whatis  respectable  sex 
versus  disrespectable  sex.

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Women  urged 
to  be  cautious

In  a  rcccnl  national  sur- 
vey, one  oul  of  every  six  col- 
lege women  reported  being  a 
victim  of  rape  or  attempted 
rape  last  year.  Date  r^pc, 
also  known  as  acquaintance 
rape  or  silent  rape,  occuis  on 
coUege  campuses  with  more 
frequency  than  any  other  as- 
sault towards  women. 

Dale  rape  is  defined  as  a 
sexual  assault  against  a 
woman  that  is  commiitcd  by 
someone  the  victim  knows. 
Rapists  come  in  all  shapes 
and  sizes,  he  could  be  the 
cuteguy  who  smiles  at  you  in 
class,  a  friend  you  meet  at  a 
keg  party  or  even  your  boy- 
friend, Rape  is  an  act  of  vio- 
lence and  a  violation  of  a 
woman's  personal  rights. 
Rape  can  cause  great  emo- 
tional and  physical  injury. 

Rape  is  never  the  victim's 
fault.  "Rape  is  a  violent 
crime,  it  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  way  you  dress  or 
how  pretty  you  are.  It  has  to 
do  with  whether  or  not  you 
canbepenxivcdasavictim," 
stated  Sharon  Samo- 
Barbancl.  Director  of  Coun- 
seUng  Services. 

Samo-Baifcanel  contends 
almost  all  date  rapes  occur 
when  alcohol  is  involved. 
"Since  I^havc  been  at  FSC 
there  has  been  only  one  rape 
that  hasn't  involved  alcohol 
in  some  way."  Samo- 
Barfeanel  stressed  that 
women  should  keep  their 
wits  about  ihcm  at  all  lime. 
"Alcohol  fogs  the  mind  and 
can  cause  a  woman  to  make 
poor  judgments.  The  key  is  to 
not  drink  to  the  point  when 
your  not  in  control  of  your- 
self." staled  Samo-Barbanel. 
Judy  Gould,  a  psycho- 
therapist in  Counseling  Ser- 
vices advised  that  women 
should  never  walk  alone  off 
campus.  "If  they 're  going  to 
a  party  make  sure  ihey  go  in  a 
large  group,  and  leave  the 


pany  that  way."  Many 
women,  once  at  a  party  will 
"scoop"  and  then  leave  wiUi 
the  man.  All  too  often  the 
woman  does  not  know  her 
new  acquaintance  well 
enou^  but  still  lakes  him 
back  to  her  room.  This  is 
where  the  danger  lies  and 
how  many  rapes  occur. 

Samo-Barbanel  and 
Gould  said  that  women 
should  know  their  sunound- 
ings  and  always  have  an  es- 
cape route  in  case  of  trouble. 
Barbanel  and  Gould  also 
stressed  that  women  should 
not  go  for  a  run  with  head- 
phones on,  this  takes  away 
their  sense  of  hearing  allow- 
ing a  possible  attacker  to 
sneak  up  on  them. 

"Being  assertive."  stated 
Samo-Baibanel .  "is  very  im- 
ponant.  Be  able  to  look 
someone  in  the  eye  and  tell 
them  to  leave  you  alone.  TTiis 
will  also  allow  you  to  give  a 
good  description  of  your  at- 
tacker to  the  police." 

Some  other  tips  for 
women  to  protect  them- 
selves in  iheirhome  or  room 
arc:  lock  you  door  at  all 
times,  don't  prop  doo IS  open, 
don't  shower  late  at  night 
and  don't  broadcast  your 
vulnerabilily.  If  your  room- 
mate goes  homecvery  week- 
end don't  let  people  kiww 
you're  alone  in  your  room 
every  weekend.  Womencan 
help  themselves  a  great  deal 
by  not  pulling  themselves  in 
avulnerabIeposition,"staled 
Gould. 

Wiih  a  growing  concern 
in  the  media  of  alleged  ac- 
quaintance rape  cases  like 
William  Kennedy  Smith  and  . 
fonner  heavyweight  cham- 
pion Mike  T^son,  studies  are 
beginning  to  n:veal  that  date 
rape  on  college  campuses  is 
very  prevalent.  Women  at 
college  or  anywhere  should 
take  measures  lo  protect  and 
educate  themselves  against  a 
heinous  crime  such  as  rape.

UVARays 

pose  tanning  risk

Americans  arc  bombarded 
with  information  concerning 
the  hazardous  effects  ultra- 
violet rays  can  have  on  skin. 
Even  so,  one  million  Ameri- 
cans a  day  patronize  tanning 
salons.  People  arc  convinced 
that  this  is  a  "safe"  method  of 
tanning.  They  believe  that 
during  this  "controlled" 
me  thod  of  tanning  there  arc  no 
health  risks  involved  as  long 
as  they  do  not  bum. 

A  new  study  from  Michi- 
gan Slate  Univercity  College 
of  Human  Medicine  shows 
that  salon  tanning  is  not  as  safe 
and  controlled  as  people  be- 
lieve. The  proprietors  of  the 
salons  may  phy  a  big  part  in 
keeping  the  myih  of  safe  tan- 
ning alive,  Tliitty-one  propri- 


etors in  Michigan  wcrc  inter- 
viewed about  the  safety  prc- 
cautions  taken  in  the  salons, 
and  what  ihey  believe  the 
health  risks  of  salon  tanning 
are.  Seventy-one  percent  be- 
lieved that  tanning  booths  are 
safer  than  tanning  outdoore. 
Eighty-one  percent  believed 
that  tanning  salons  could  pre- 
vent sunburn  when  used  to 
pre-sun  before  outdoor  expo- 
sure. Only  seven  percent  of 
those  interviewed  agreed  that 
tanning  booths  could  cause 
skin  cancer. 

"In  fact,  studies  show  that 
ihe  sunburn  protection  one 
gets  fitjmasuntanning  boo  this 
very  modest — about  the 
equivalent  to  wearing  a  sun- 
screen with  an  SPF  of  4."  said 
Pauick  Alguirc,  M.D.,  Profes- 
sor of  Medicine  who  headed 
Uk' study.

The  proprietors  of  the  sa- 
lons tell  customers  that  they 
only  use  the  "safe  UVA 
rays."  According  to  Dr. 
Alguire,  UVA  light  pen- 
etrates the  skin  deeper  than 
natural  sunlighL  This  means 
the  rays  can  damage  blood 
vessels,  collagen,  and  elastic 
tissues  leading  to  prematiue 
aging  of  the  skin.  UVA  light 
can  also  damage  the  skin's 
immune  system,  and  cause 
skin  cancer. 

Federal  law  nnquires  tan- 


ning salons  put  healdi  and 
safety  wamings  on  all  of 
their  equipment.  Re- 
searchers have  found  that 
many  proprietors  post  the 
wamings  on  their  equip- 
ment, but  put  ihcm  behind 
the  tanning  lights  where 
customers  cannot  see 
them. 

Dr.  Alguire  said, 
"TTierc  are  no  wamings  to 
people  who  take  certain 
medications  such  as  anti- 
biotics who  may  be  ai  in- 


creased ri  sk  of  a  photosensi- 
tivity reaction  from  using 
tanning  booths." 

Although  the  myth  of 
"controlled  safe  tanning" 
still  persists,  evidence  is  rap- 
idly being  accumulated 
proving  dial  there  really  isno 
such  thing  as  a  safe  tan.

"The  Education  Dcpait- 
menl  and  the  Bush  Adminis- 
tration would  like  to  make 
changesiograntsand  loans  for 
students,  but  they  do  not  want 
10  appropriate  any  additional 
funding  for  these  programs," 
said  Couitright. 

Courtright  also  points  out 
that  some  programs  such  as 
College  Work  Study,  which 
provides  jobs  for  financially

The  Rape  Treatment 
Center  at  Santa  Monica 
Hospital  estimates  that  9  out 
of  1 0  rapes  on  college  cam- 
puses are  never  reported. 

Nickel-Millsionc 
stresses  that  support  services 
from  Residence  Life,  Coun- 
seling Services,  and  Public 
Safety  are  available  lo  vic- 
tims and  anyone  else 
touched  by  the  crime  of  rape.

Creativity  blown  to  Smithereens

The  Smiiherccns  laiesi  al- 
bum, Blow  Up,  is  an  unfortu- 
naie  disappointment  to  fans  of 
the  Smiiherccns,  particularly  lo 
those  who  were  impressed  by 
Uicir  last  album.  Eleven. 

Produced  by  Ed  Siasium. 
Blow  Up  tends  to  nin  on  wi  Ih  no 
particular  place  to  go.  The 
tTBcks  arc  nsdundant  .  lacking 
noionly  in  originality,  but  spice 
as  well.  The  Smithereens  have 
always  drawn  fans  in  with  tJieir 
bade  to  the  basics  approach  to 
rock  and  roll.  Unfortunately, 
Blow  Up  is  too  basic  forevcn 
fans  of  ibc  old  Smiiherccns 
sound.  Suffice  to  say,  the 
Smithereens  have  finally  given 


in  to  tlic  commercial  music 
market 

The  single.  'Top  of  the 
Pops."  is  the  only  ii^ck  ihai 
even  remotely  mirrors  whai 
once  made  ihe  Smithereens 
great.  No  doubt  'Top  of  tlie 
Pops"  will  get  air  play,  but  it 
will  never  reach  the  top  with 
Smithereens  fans. 

Vocalist  Pal  DiNtzio  is 
oneof  ihefewshininglighls 
on  this  album.  His  voice  has 
always  been  original  and 
crisp  and  retains  those  quali- 
ties on  Blow  Up.  If  only  the 
lyrics  were  as  original  and 
crisp  as  his  voice,  the 
Smiiherccns  might  have 
something.  But  ihey  don't. 
Drummer  Dennis  Diken. 
guitarist  Jim  Babjak,  and 


ba.ssist  Mike  Mesaros  really 
don't  have  a  particular  place 
on  this  album.  Their  work  is 
simply  typical,  without  emo- 
tion or  any  grtat  signs  of  im- 
provement. In  fact,  oneof  the 
most  impressive  perfor- 
mances is  from  saxophonist 
Steve  Bcriin.  a  guest  per- 
former on  the  track  "Indigo 
Blues."  Great  things  from 
Berlin,  but  unfortunately, 
he'snotevenamemberofthe 
band. 

The  Smithereens  have 
lost  whateveredge  they  use  to 
possess.  Whatever  itwas  that 
gave  them  that  certain  some- 
thingwas  used  upon  theirlasi 
album.  Certainly,  there  arc  no 
signs  of  the  once  great 
Smithereens  on  Blow  Up. 


Thirteen  compiles  thrilling  horror

"Thirteen"  is  a  compila-

Granite  Scribes 
opens  Gallery  Season

Opening  the  1991-92  sea- 
son in  the  Campus  Center  Art 
Gallery  was  a  unique  and  dif- 
ferent presentation  of  wriUng 
and  lettering  artwork  from 
GraniteScribes.  The  Scribes 
is  an  active  guild  of  talented 
individuals  who  are  dedi- 
cated to  "sharing  the  inspira- 
tions and  fnistrations  of  the 
writing  and  lettering  arts." 

These  artists  have  a  multi- 
faceted  talenL  Not  only  can 
they  finely  craft  alphabet 
characters  wiUi  exquisite  de- 
tail, but  they  arc  often  skilled 
in  other  areas  such  as  paint- 
ing, collaging  and  stenciling. 
An  observer  in  a  Granite 
Scribes  gallery  can  see  the 
words  that  have  been  taken 
from  the  masters:  William 
Blake,  Benjamin  Lanklin, 
Lord  Byron.  The  words  are 
all  magnificent  in  their  ovm 
right,  but  enhanced  by  the 
care  and  the  attention  de- 
voted to  their  fonns.  Letters 
arc  cherished,  given  life  by 
these  artists  who  beautifully 
illustrate  a  theme. 

Though  these  themes  may 
be  a  central  focus,  elements 

♦!♦   ♦> 


of  ink  and  pastel,  watercolor 
and  collage  cannot  be  ig- 
nored. TTie  medium  are  fused 
and  synthesized  to  create  an 
illustrated  message.  Some 
are  child  like  and  simple 
whileothers  are  profound  and 
disturbing.  All,  however,  are 
exquisitely  beautiful. 

For  those  who  are  unfa- 
miliarwith  writing  and  letter- 
ing artwork,  its  important  to 
note  that  it  entails  more  than 
simple  calligraphy.  It  ismore 
than  Gothic  letters  with  curly 
tails  -  it  is  the  appreciation  for 
alphabet  characters  that  is 
clearly  seen  in  the  worics  of 
the  Granite  Scribes. 

This  feeling  is  perhaps 
best  described  by  a  Paul 
Standar's  quote  taken  from 
Beverly  Raltigan's  work  en- 
titled Geometric  Letters: 

"Geometry  can  produce 
legible  letters  but  art  alone 
makes  them  beautiful.  Art 
begins  where  Geometry  ends 
and  imparts  to  letters  a  char- 
acter transcending  mere  mea- 
surement." 

The  Gallery  exhibit  ran 
from  September  1 1  to  Octo- 
ber 4,  offering  observers  the 
opportunity  to  purdiase  the 
artwork.

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Williamstown  Theater

On  June  2, 1991,  ninety- 
six  anxious  apprentices  ar- 
rived at  the  Williamstown 
Theater  Festival  (WTF)  in 
Williamstown.  MA.  Each 
one  had  their  suitcases 
packed  full  of  dreams,  hopes, 
and  fears.  The  Berkshire  air 
quickly  filled  with  the  antici- 
pation of  what  was  to  be  one 
of  the  most  overwhelming 
summers  of  their  lives. 

Back  in  1954,  Williams 
College  News  Director. 
Ralph  R.  Renzi,  wrote  an  ar- 
ticle in  the  Beikshirc  Eagle 
urging  local  businessmen  to 
fund  a  summer  theater  com- 
pany which  was  established 
at  the  Williams  College 
Adams  Memorial  Theater. 
With  10,000  dollars  raised 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
permission  from  the 
college's  tnjstees,  the 
Williamstown  Theater 
Foundation  was  bom.  That 
first  summer,  David  Bryant 
and  Nikos  Psacharopoulas 
directed  a  company  of 
twenty-six  actors  in  ten 
plays. 

Two  years  later, 
Psacharopoulos  went  on  to 
become  the  artistic  director

and  the  theater  began  repre- 
senting some  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished playwrights  and 
the  finest  actors,  including 
Austin  Pendleton  and  James 
Whitmore. 

In  llie  beginning  the  Main 
Stage  events  were  the  only 
attractions,  but  soon  a  second 
company  grew  and  evolved 
into  the  other  stage,  which 
now  premieres  as  innovative 
works. 

After  building  up  WTF  to 
one  of  die  most  successful 
stock  theaters  in  the  counuy, 
Psacharopoulos  died  in 
1989.  It  is  now  headed  by 
Peter  Hunt,  who  succeeded 
at  upholding  its  strong  repu- 
tation with  a  1991  company 
of  340  actors. 

WTF  offers  an  A^jren- 
tice  Workshop,  Sunday  Lit- 
erary events,  New  Play 
Readings,  a  highly  competi- 
tive Act  1  company,  an  eariy 
and  late-night  Cabaret,  and  a 
very  popular  outdoor  free 
theater.

With 
four  professional  teachers, 
WTF  strives  to  train  the  aspir- 
ing actor  in  acting,  move- 
ment, and  voice. 

Outside  of  class,  the  teach- 
ers are  more  than  willing  to 
coach  the  apprentices  in 
small  groups  andevenone  on 
one  sessions.  They  are  truly 
dedicated  and  inspirational. 
sometimes  working  with  the 
apprentices  until  all  hours  of 
the  night 

For  many  apprentices  the 
highlight  of  the  summer  was 
surprisingly  not  meeting  the 
actors  who  perform  at  WTF, 
butperforming  themselves  in 
an  apprentice  Scene  Night. 
No  acting  experience  is 
needed  at  W1T=. 

One  very  fortunate  ap- 
prentice was  chosen  by  Aus- 
tin Pendleton  to  portray  the 
character  of  one  of  Frank 
Langella's  sons  in  his  own 
rendition  of  "Booth  is  Back." 
A  drama  about  the  double  life 
of  actor  Junius  Booth. 

It  premiered  this  summer 
at  WTF  and  will  soon  be 
opening  on  Broadway.  Thus 
Uie  oppommity  for  a  "big 
break"  undoublingly  exists  at 
Williamstown.

e.e.  cummings  discusses  the  struggle  of  trying  to  overcome  the 
evil  within  herself  in  the  poem  "a  total  sU-anger."  In  actuality,  dw 
"total  stranger"  is  die  devil,  which  is  depicted  ihrough  a  particular 
phrase  and  someccnain  words,  such  as  "blackday.""heU,""ficnd," 
and  "immortal." 

FrtHiiUie  beginning  iiseems  as  if  cummings  was  Ijealen  up  by  "the 
devil."  But  by  the  second  stanza,  it  is  apparent  thai  she  was  no: 
actually  confronted  by  "the  devil  himself  but  radier  was  in  conflict 
with  her  "evil  side".  The  line  "my  (as  it  happened)  self  he  was." 
supports  diisconclusion.  cummings  was  trying  to  forget  and  forgive 
this  "evil  side"  of  herself  but  was  not  suong  enough  to  do  so.
